Thursday 
night at the Weaver hotel, J. E. 
Lawrence, editor of The Lincoln 
Star, declared that this section of 
the state is a "white spot” within 
a “white spot.” 
“When you talk 
about the white spot you should 
hold your hands high in pride,” lie 
declared. 
Arranged by the chamber of 
commerce here, the Lions and 
Rotary clubs, and the Lincoln 
chamber, the banq uet was at­ 
tended by more than 125, of whom 
50 were from Lincoln. 
The Lin­ 
coln group made an all day trip, 
driving approximately 130 miles, 
most of which was through the 
orchard territory of southeastern 
Nebrask a. 
Declaring that the white spot 
idea now being emblazoned to the 
nation was 
born m Richardson 
county, Mr. Law-rence traced the 
early hi.story of this section, and 
eulogized many former and pre­ 
sent day resident.s here to show 
that ‘the white spot claim is not 
an accident.” 
Furnished Lea ders. 
Richardson couny and Falls City 
contributed 
to 
the 
intellectual 
leadership of the stale, he de­ 
clared. “From this section of the 
state has come a two-fisted leader­ 
ship, 
a 
militant, and agressive 
pioneer citizenship. 
“You have given to the state 
two governors, and two repre­ 
sentatives in the national ’ con­ 
gress. From the earliest glamor­ 
ous pioneer days down to the 
present time you gave us many 
stalwart leaders, men of a fight­ 
ing spirit who fought for the 
welfare 
of 
Nebrask a 
as 
they 
fought to 
establish 
themselves 
and their people when the state 
was an infant commonw'eallh.” 
Falls City and Nebrask a should 
be proud of and forever grateful 
to such leaders as Henry Gerdes, 
Mr. Lawrence declared. This sec­ 
tion of Ncbra.sk a should also be 
grateful to Art Weaver, 
John 
Morehead and to Billy Fenton. 
Wha t Mo rehea d Did. 
“John Morehead came to Lin­ 
coln at a time w'hen to 
have 
talk ed white spot would 
have 
been a sad error. The state was 
hopelessly 
in 
debt. 
The 
first 
time John Morehead was m Lin­ 
coln he paid off that debt, and 
when he left the governor’s chair 
the state’s finances were resting 
on 
a solid foundation.” 
The speak er told of Governor 
Weaver’s 
espousal 
of 
Missouri 
river traffic, and credited ‘ Billy” 
Fenton with so revamping man­ 
agement and operation of the 
state prison that it stands today 
as one of the rank in penal insti­ 
tutions of the nation. 
“But 
above 
all 
these,” 
Mr. 
Lawrence declared, “these stands 
out a man whose name should go 
down in the records as the one 
outstanding man of all time in 
Nebrask a. The W'hite spot of to­ 
day grew out of the intelligence 
of Archibald J. Weaver, father of 
your present day former gover­ 
nor, Art J. Wf ver. 
.Archibald Weaver. 
“Archibald J W'eaver went to 
the .state capital m 1871 to help 
draft a constitution. There were 
tw’o theories of finance advanced. 
Weaver demanded 
a plan of no 
bonded debt. Others urged a lim­ 
ited debt. Out of that fight event­ 
ually came the provision of the 
state’s present charter, prohibit­ 
ing the issuance of bonds." 
Tracing legi.slative appropria­ 
tions from the fir.st lawmak ing 
body to the unicameral legisla­ 
ture, Mr. Lawrence brought out 
that the first appropriation called 
for 
a two-year expenditure of 
slightly more thon $50,000 for 
only 28,000 people. From that it 
has grown to the multiplied mil­ 
lions of the present day. 
He then ask ed and himself an­ 
swered these q uestions: 
“Have 
we look ed to the future, and built 
wisely? Have we of the present 
day k ept faith with those who 
fought so valiantly, so courage­ 
ously and so farseeing’” 
Since 19 17 Nebrask a has spent 
127 million dollars for a ngt work 
of hard surfaced roads reaching 
into all sections >f the state, the 
speak er pointed out in his answer. 
During the same period 67 mil­ 
lions were spent in the further­ 
ance of education through the 
university and 
normal schools. 
While doing the.sc things there 
also has been .« pent 43 millions of 
dollar* in maintaining the state's 
underprivileged. 
Ca pito l ra id Fo r. 
But over and above all of the.se 
accomplishments, there is in Lin­ 
coln one of the world's most mag­ 
nificent capitol buildings. Costing 
$11,000,000 when it was fmi.shed 
it was paid for. The money was 
raised as the building went along 
just as It was raised as all of the 
other state developments were 
paid for as they progressed. 
"And for all that made this 
possible the people of the state 
can thank Richardson county. The 
very 
foundation of the state’s 
civilization came out of this com­ 
munity. 
None has better tradi­ 
tions. 
1 hope that Lincoln will 
remain worthy of the friendship 
you have shown 
us ”

1857 the noted Free Soil 
leaders, Jim Lane, Ju dge Hu nt, 
Ik e Hamby and John A. Bu rbank , 
took a section of land for a tow'n 
site, recorded it as Falls City , bu t 
in 1859 a portion of it was vacated 
by legislative act and was tak en 
u p by the town com pany as indi­ 
vidu al property . That y ear the in­ 
flu x of Falls City began, with 
Je.s.se and I.saac Crook and others 
m oving their families to live there. 
There wa.s a cou nty seat election,

M ajor J. E. Bu rbank , fou nder of 
Fall.s City , W' a.s a Penn.sy lvanian, 
born in 1822, his father a native 
of Vermont, his m other before her 
m arriage Mis.s Elizabeth Troxel, a 
descendant of one of the Hu gu enot 
families which settled in America 
in an early day .

W eaver's Early Death 


One of N ebrask a's great tos.ses 
came in the death of A rchibald J. 
W eaver at the age of forty -three, 
w hen so y ou ng he had dem on­ 
strated su ch rem ark able cou rage 
and vision. He had com pleted his 
second term in congress. He had 
been a leader in the repu blican 
party for railroad control w hen 
the transportation com panies and 
their activity m politics was the 
foremost qu estion before the pu b­ 
lic. He had led the fight for free 
silver. W ith W eaver, there was a 
stalw art grou p—Ju dge Elm er S. 
Du ndy , appointed in the spring of 
1863 by A braham Lincoln as asso­ 
ciate ju stice of the Su prem e cou rt 
of the territory of Nebra.sk a, and 
m Maj', 1868, nam ed by President 
John.son as the United States dis­ 
trict ju dge for the district of Ne­ 
brask a.

If 
by d em ocratic m ethod s people get 
g o vern m en t stro n g en ough to 
p ro tect them from fear an d s ta r­ 
vation th eir d em ocracy succeed s, 
but If th ey d o n ot th ey grow im ­ 
p atien t. T herefore, the on ly sure 
bulw ark of con tin uin g liberty is a 
govern m en t 
stro n g 
en ough an d 
well en ough In form ed to m ain tain 
its sovereign con trol over its gov­ 
ern m en t. 
W e a re a rich n atio n ; we can of- 
ford to pay for security an d pros­ 
perity w ith o ut havin g to sacrifice 
our liberties in to the barg ain . 
In th e first cen tury of our re­ 
public we w ere sh o rt of capital, 
sh o rt of w orkers an d sh o rt of in ­ 
d ustrial prod uction , but we w ere 
rich in free lan d , free tim b er an d 
free m in eral w ealth.
